The story 


REPORTER Lawrence John found out 
the role of the Highways Agency in 
co-ordinating the clean up after the 
Ml was closed for 18hrs last wee 




The cold hard facts are these: the 
Ml between junction 16 -18 was 
closed for 18 hours from 2am on 
Tuesday, November 18 until 8pm on 
Wednesday, November 19. 

This was as a result of a lorry 
which jack-knifed on the motorway 
and ruptured its fuel tank causing 
diesel to leak across three lanes. 

But the real story of the clean up 
operation behind the accident 
which left thousands of motorists 
angry at the delays and diversions 
can be revealed here for the first 
time. 

Drivers on the Ml at 2am last 
Tuesday would have been the first 
to feel the impact of this accident, 
They would have been closely fol¬ 
lowed by motorists on the M4, M40, 
M25 as warning signs went up tell¬ 
ing them the Ml was closed in 
Northamptonshire and they should 
avoid the area. 

The Highways Agency had put in 
place diversionary routes for all 
vehicles and hoped the chaos which 
closing part of the Ml would cause 


could be kept to a minimum. 

Simon Mansfield, Operations 
manager at the Highways Agency 
said: “What we had here was a colli¬ 
sion involving a HGV which had 
duel fuel. 

“This meant it had a tank for die¬ 
sel and a tank of Liquid Natural Gas 
(LNG). 

“Both tanks had ruptured and as a 
result of the gas was escaping so the 
fire brigade placed an exclusion 
zone around the area as the acci¬ 
dent was a potential fire hazard. 

“This meant for a couple of hours 
we could not move the vehicle or 
treat the problem. 

“We put down sand to absorb the 
diesel and chemicals to try and 
remove it before we swept it up as 
our first line of defence but this 
failed. 

“The diesel had leaked across 
three lanes and as a result had 
soaked into the asphalt which 
meant it all had to be resurfaced. 

“This meant removing 200 tons of 
tarmac, having this taken away by a 
fleet of lorries and a new surface 
laid by a team of workers over 300 
meters of the motorway. 

“This meant we had to get hot tar¬ 
mac delivered from Westbury in the 
West Midlands, we call all the road¬ 
works in the area including those at 
junction 16-19 of the Ml, the M6, 
Cathorpe Interchange and the A14 
to see if they had equipment and 
man power we could use. 

“We were lucky a planner which 
scraps the tarmac off the road so 
the hot tarmac can be laid was at 


junction 16 of the Ml. 

“We had to contact the company 
who owns and repairs the crash 
barrier to come three hours and 
unbolt it so we could resurface the 
motorway. 

“We had to bring in the surface 
machine which lays down the fresh 
tarmac to do the job and have the 
trucks with the fresh tarmac lined 
up pouring it in at the front while it 
was rolled flat at the back. 

“This meant we had to wait four 
hours from the tarmac to cure (go 
hard) before we could inspect the 
job and make sure it was safe. 

“Then we painted the white lines 
on the surface. 


“It was an unbelievably massive 
logistical operation to get every¬ 
thing in place.” 

Mr Mansfield said everyone can 
learn from every incident. 

He said there will be a multi¬ 
agency de-brief to see how things 
worked and what could have been 
done better. 

There is also a protocol in place 
when major accidents occur on the 
motorways where the Highway 
Agency aims to recover some of the 
costs for repairs. 

This usually comes from the 
insurance companies of vehicles 
involved in the accident so it is not 
all left to the taxpayer.

Strike hit health

Northampton General 
Hospital and East Midlands 
Ambulance Service were two 
of the frontline NHS services 
caught up in a four-hour 
strike action on Monday.

Patients are 
our first priority and 
we have well-rehearsed 
and fine-tuned plans in 
place to maintain services, 
minimise disruption and 
ensure patient safety.”

Lauren’s dad 
wants inquiry

The father of a 17-year- 
old girl who fell to her 
death from the 
Grosvenor Centre car 
park ten years ago is 
calling on police to reo¬ 
pen the investigation. 

Ron Eley, 51, has made 
the call following last 
week’s inquest into his 
daughter Lauren’s death, 
which was recorded as 
an open verdict. 

Mr Eley says he thinks 
Northants Police had 
been too keen to dismiss 
Miss Eley’s death as a 
suicide and that the 
force never investigated 
his daughter’s death as a 
crime. He also criticised 
officers for handing him 


a bag full of Miss Eley’s 
blood-stained clothes 
before he had been told 
she was dead. 

Mr Eley said in an 
inverview with 
BBC Radio 
Northampton: 

“I had to look 
into evidence 
myself. Some 
of it was pretty 
graphic and 
pretty horrific. 

“The police 
should be accountable 
for the lack of work that 
was put into this. I want 
the police to recognise 
the pain and frustration 
they have put us 
through.” 

Northants Police have 
yet to comment on Mr 
Eley’s criticism, but the 


force accepted notes 
taken down after her 
death, which were 
destroyed seven 
years later, 
could have 
assisted. 

A spokes¬ 
person for 
the force 
said: “It is 
regrettable 
that, due to an 
oversight, a 
copy of the notes 
made within that book 
that relate to this investi¬ 
gation were not retained 
with the case papers. We 
accept this would have 
assisted at inquest. 
Therefore the officer 
attended the inquest and 
gave evidence in person 
covering this matter.”

Fined £1,000 for 
a dirty resturant

The former owner of an Irchester restaurant 
has been prosecuted after environmental 
health officers from Wellingborough Council 
discovered dirty surfaces and equipment, 
cross-contamination and untrained staff. 

Mohammed Miah pleaded guilty to ten food 
hygiene offences at Corby Magistrates Court 
last week, November 19, and was ordered to 
pay just over £3,000. 

Although he has now sold the lease of 
the premises and has relinquished his 
involvement in the business, magis¬ 
trates fined him a total of £1,000, 
plus £2,000 towards the council’s 
costs, and a £20 victim surcharge. 

During a routine inspection in 
October 2013, environmental 
health officers from 
Wellingborough Council found the 
filthy conditions, which were so bad 
they believed there was an imminent 
health risk to the public. 

The risk was so significant and the general 
conditions so poor the restaurant was tempo¬ 
rarily closed and the owner prosecuted. 


Amanda Wilcox, Wellingborough Council’s 
health protection manager said: “Our officers 
found appalling conditions when they 
inspected this restaurant. The whole place 
was filthy. Food prepared and stored on site 
wasn’t protected from cross-contamination, 
and staff left to manage the premises had not 
been trained in food hygiene. The structure of 
the restaurant was also poor, with numerous 
points of access for pests. 

“We work informally with businesses where 
possible to make sure high standards are 
maintained. In this case we had visited 
the restaurant on a number of occa¬ 
sions to try and get them to comply 
with regulations. But when consid¬ 
erable failings are found that sig¬ 
nificantly risk public health, we 
won’t hesitate to take enforcement 
action. 

“These offences were particularly 
serious. The public’s safety is our chief 
concern and we will do whatever is nec¬ 
essary to make sure people have peace of 
mind when eating out.” 

A new proprietor is running the restaurant 
in Irchester and the council has no concerns 
at present with the new management.

VOICE replaced the traditional 
Victim Support service on October 1, 
and sees an increased level of sup¬ 
port available for people who have 
been a victims or witness of a crime. 

Anyone who has been a victim or 
witness of a crime in Northants is 
able to access VOICE, with different 
levels of support available. 

These include a full needs assess¬ 
ment, telephone and face-to-face 
support, a dedicated helpline for vic¬ 
tims of violence and abuse, specialist 
counselling and therapy for victims 
and their families affected by serious 
and fatal road traffic collisions and 
help and support through police 
investigations and court processes. 

As well as assistance for victims and 
witnesses of crime, there is also help 
available for people who are persis¬ 
tently targeted by anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Putting victims at the heart of the 
criminal justice system has been the 
driving force of my time as PCC and I 
believe this service will improve pro¬ 
vision in Northants. This is about 
putting victims at the centre of what 
we do and not leaving them on the 
side lines.

As of last week, patients are 
now be able to see the qual¬ 
ity of their GP's surgery 
using an online service. 

Health watchdog, Care 
Quality Commission (CQC), 
has individually rated most 
GP practices and put all of 
the information in a useful 
online database.

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Russian hackers 
spy in our homes

Russian hackers are stream¬ 
ing live footage from baby 
monitors and cctv cameras 
all over the world, including 
some right here in 
Northampton. 

A Russian-based website 
has gained access to four 
cameras in locations across 
Northampton and is upload¬ 
ing what they show to the 
internet. 

The streams feature some¬ 
one’s kitchen, the hallway of a 
house and even dog’s cage. 

The website, seen by the 
Northants Herald and Post, is 
streaming footage from hun¬ 
dreds of cameras across 


Britain - including video of a 
sleeping infant taken from a 
baby monitor in Birmingham, 
a gym in Manchester and an 
office in Leicester. 

Simon Rice, of The 
Information Commissioner’s 
Office, UK’s privacy watch¬ 
dog, is urging owners of 
the webcams to change 
their passwords as 
hackers are able to 
gain access to them 
using the default 
login details. 

Mr Rice said: 
“Remember, if you can 
access your video foot¬ 
age over the internet, then 
what is stopping someone 
else from doing the same? 

“You may think that having 


to type in an obscure web 
address to access the footage 
provides some level of pro¬ 
tection. 

“However, this will not pro¬ 
tect you from the remote 
software that hackers often 
use to scan the inter¬ 
net for vulnerable 
devices. In 
some cases, 
insecure cam¬ 
eras can be 
identified 
using nothing 
more than an 
internet search 
engine.

Kettering’s Kyren Wilson believes that 
putting in the practice outside of his 
comfort zone will give him the form 
needed to make an impact at the UK 
Snooker Championship.

Phil Dowson was delighted with 
the Saints’ reaction as they held 
off a Saracens comeback to win a 
dramatic Premiership contest on 
Sunday. 

The repeat of last year’s 
Premiership final went the way of 
the English champions who need¬ 
ed a response after losing their 
first home game of the season to 
Exeter Chiefs in their last outing. 

With star names missing at 
Allianz Park due to the Autumn 
internationals, Saints roared into 
life and were 22-3 up at half-time. 

James Wilson bagged a pair of 
tries and flanker Dowson also 
crossed the whitewash to put 
Northampton in a seemingly 
commanding position. 

Saracens fought back strongly 
after the break and scored two 
tries just past the hour to move 
into striking distance, but a late 
penalty from Saints man-of-the- 
match Stephen Myler sealed the 
points in the eventual 31-24 victo¬ 
ry- 

Dowson believes the win over 
one of their main rivals for tro¬ 
phies built on the second half per¬ 
formance against Exeter - which 
was a strong one from Saints after 
they went in at half-time against 
the Chiefs 21-6 behind. 

On that occasion they couldn’t 
do enough to turn things com¬ 
pletely around - eventually losing 
24-18 - but that loss has been put 
partially to rest with the Saracens 
win. 

“We asked for a reaction at half¬ 
time last week and we got that, 
coming out after a poor first half, 
and today [Saracens] was a good 
step along the journey of getting it 
right,” Dowson said.

“You need to set a precedent in 
the set piece, get yourself into the 
game and getting the forwards 
carrying in a good rhythm. 

“We didn’t do that last week, and 
with a slight breeze in the first half 
the guys in the tight five did an 
unbelievable job. 

“We’ve had some decent results 
here, and the fact that Saracens 
have such a good record and are 


so competitive here it makes it an 
enjoyable place to come and play.” 

Saints still sit on top of the 
Premiership and will be expected 
to win well on Sunday when they 
travel to London Welsh, a team 
who have found life in the top 
flight chastening after winning 
the Championship last season. 

The Oxford based club are rock 
bottom of the table having lost 


every game this term and already 
look certainties for relegation hav¬ 
ing claimed just one losing bonus 
point from their eight matches. 

It will be Saints’ last Premiership 
outing until December 20 with the 
European Champions Cup, and a 
double header against Italian side 
Benetton Treviso, next up on the 
agenda. The away trip is first on 
December 6.

FORMULA ONE 


Lewis Hamilton said that his sec¬ 
ond Formula One World 
Championship was extra special 
as he was able to share his triumph 
with Mercedes staff based in 
Northamptonshire. 

The Brit claimed glory by win¬ 
ning the season ending Abu Dhabi 
Grand Prix on Sunday - seeing off 
the challenge of his team-mate 
Nico Rosberg who was the only 
man capable of beating him to the 
title. 

It has been a fantastic season for 
Brackley based Mercedes who 
have dominated the sport and 
cruised to both the drivers’ and 
constructors’ championships - 


ending four years at the top for Red 
Bull Racing and Sebastian Vettel. 

In the end it was something of an 
anti-climax in Abu Dhabi as 
Rosberg’s car was struck down by 
mechanical problems meaning he 
finished down in 14th. While he 
suffered Hamilton drove to victory 
in relative comfort. 

He has now won the world cham¬ 
pionship twice after previously 
being successful in 2008 for 
McLaren. 

“The first title was exceptional, 
an incredible feeling of achieving a 
life-long goal of winning the 
Formula One World 
Championship,” he said. 


“I’m not sure back then I was in 
such a place to be able to embrace 
it and absorb it. 

“Being part of this team, it’s a 
more satisfying feeling to win it 
with such a young team.

After making his first Cobblers start 
in more than 18 months in 
Saturday's win against Stevenage, 
Kelvin Langmead can kick on and 
cement his place in the side accord¬ 
ing to manager Chris Wilder. 

In the absence of Ryan Cresswell, 
Langmead - who has suffered from 
knee and Achilles injuries - returned 
to partner Lee Collins in the heart of 
the Cobblers defence, keeping a 
clean sheet as the side picked up a 
hard earned 1-0 win over the Boro. 

Ahead of Saturday’s trip to 
Southend, Wilder praised the 
29-year-old’s attitude and challenged 
him to ensure he keeps hold of his 
place in the side, a quality the man¬ 
ager reckons has been missing from 
many of his squad this season. 

“He’s in there now, he’s got the shirt 
and he’s got to keep hold of it,” said 
Wilder. “I thought he was excellent 
on Saturday, never put himself in a 
position where he got exposed, he 
dealt with the physical challenge no 
problem and he dealt with their 
movement as well. 

“We’re delighted as we need the 
competition and we need players to 
say here it is, I’ve got my shirt and 
now I’m not going to let go of it. 

“I think it’s been a criticism of a few 
of the players this year that they’ve 
been taking it in turns to take them¬ 



selves out of the team. From Kelvin’s 
point of view, and other players, can 
you keep hold of it? 

“The only way of doing so is keeping 
the standards in training and mak¬ 
ing sure on Saturday you play well. 

“His attitude and the way he goes 
about his business, he wants to do 
well for himself and the team so I’m 
expecting Kelvin to kick on from here 
and it’s all good for him and the foot¬ 
ball club.” 


The central midfield partnership of 
Darren Carter and on-loan 
Fleetwood Town man Stewart 
Murdoch also impressed in 
Saturday’s win, and Wilder said both 
players were benefiting from a run of 
games. 

“I thought Darren deserved to play 
after his performances at Leyton 
Orient and Rochdale, I thought he 
was excellent and will only get bet¬ 
ter,” said Wilder. “He’s had a stop 


start season, Stew’s the 
same, he’s been in and 
out at Fleetwood, but 
they did fantastically 
well, covered the ground 
and passed it when we 
needed to. 

“That consistent run of 
games is what players 
want and need, and I 
need as well, for us to get 
better as a team and have 
a settled side, they are 
two who can now go on 
and cement their place 
in the team.” 

Meanwhile, Wilder 
believes confidence is 
starting to return to his 
squad as they prepare to 
travel to Southend. 

The win over Stevenage 
was only their second in 
ten games in all compe¬ 
titions but they have now 
won two out of three in 
League Two to sit 14th. 

Wilder says he has seen 
enough to be positive 
that the upturn in league form can 
continue. 

“When you’re on the receiving end 
of results that don’t go your way, 
you’re bound to get knocks to the 
confidence and players automatical¬ 
ly try to protect instead of being a bit 
braver,” he said. 

“Hopefully now with two wins out 
three [in the league], and good per¬ 
formances, especially in the second 
half at Leyton Orient, and for a big 


chunk of the game at Rochdale, that 
confidence will come back into the 
players. 

“We talked about it being a big 
month and it’s two out of three, we 
were disappointed at Cambridge as 
we thought with our second half 
pressure we did enough to get some¬ 
thing out of the game. 

“But we’re looking forward to the 
next challenge, a challenge from 
Southend who have continually been 
around the top end of this division 
for the last four or five years.” 

The Cobblers travel to Roots Hall to 
face a Shrimpers side currently sit¬ 
ting fifth in League Two, having won 
their last three games. 

Wilder praised the impact of man¬ 
ager Phil Brown and is expecting a 
difficult game, but backed his side to 
be able to get a result if they play to 
their potential. 

“We believe we can go to Southend 
on Saturday and win, yet again we’re 
going to have to play well but we have 
got the ability to do that,” he said. 

“We’ve always said about the qual¬ 
ity of the league, and the managers, 
they’ve got one in Phil [Brown] who 
has obviously managed in the 
Premier League and had promotion 
on his CV so he knows his way around 
the football pitch and is an excellent 
manager. 

“We know it’s not an easy place to 
go and get a result but we can do it, 
they’re going well and will want to 
continue that and push into the top 
three and we’ve got to do something 
about it for them not to.”
